RECORD OF A FAMOUS MARE NOW DEAD 



Pan Zareta was ;is well-known and popular as 
any ra<e horse <if reoent American tnrf history. 
Within her limit she w.is a great racer. That limit 
was seven-eighths of a mile. She could race 
creditably up to a mih* when not to<i hard pushed, 
but it was as a sprinter that slu* shone. On her 
tlam’s side her pedigree ran into obscure sources, 
a fact t.liat in some measure accoun's for ln*r inabil- 
it.v to sta.v. Her spoeil w.-is of the extreme ord«*r 
and in that resiM*ct she was quite a marvellous 
crejiture. She was also a grand weight carrier. 
She was hard raced through her <areer of six 
years in tra«*k service, but was hard.v and seemed j 
to thrive under the severe calls made uimui her. ! 
Her death from pneumonia at New ttrleans Satur- 
day will bring regret to a host of admirers, ac- 
customed t«* profit through her stiperb speed. Her 
eomlenseil record is as follows:
